Tlie Mayor es.aay.s to be witty at the 
e.Kpeiiae of those who have the preaiiiiip- 
tioii to linil laiill willi the way in wliicli 
tile park is being "iiiiproveil. " and hi 
only suoceeils in being ooai'so. This is 
the way witli a good many who wiali to 
be thought clever niul siirciistiu. But 
apart from his coiirseiiess, his wor- 
ship raises a false issue. What 
tlio people of Victoria liml 
fault witli is excessive and ininecessai y 
oriianieiiliition. This be will K(k; every 
day upon the street. It is titly de- 
scribed by the very aignitieiinl epithet 
"iiieritrieioua. " There are some |)eople 
who h.ive a horror of siinplieitv. They 
liave no idea tliiil beauty can be beauty 
if it is unadorned. They must have 
ornament, i'rovided there is ii profu- 
sion of it, and that it is costty enough, 
they seem to care very little liowr it is 
disposed ami whether it is congruous 
uml beeoiiiing or not. 

This love of excessive nrnaiiient, 
whether in apparel, in fiirnitnre or in tint 
laying out of grounds, is the surest test 
of vulgarity. The squuu* or the Hot- 
tentot whopahits her face with jiig- 
mcuta of luilf a dozen colors, or rubs 
liorself with oil until her ebony akin 
shines, considers ihnt she baa put the 
finishing touch to an elegant toilet. .She 
loves the brightest and the ino.st 
glaring colors luid she piles on bur per- 
son all the bright anil shining orna- 
Ilieiils that she ciin beg, borrow o]- sl<;al. 
Tin; lasti' of this bedi^cUed savage iaaini- 
ilar lo tlidl of uiir park iir.iucjvera. What 
they want is oi niiioeiil, no inalter how 
imioli there is of it, or, how it is di.s- 
posed. They cannot he brought to be- 
lieve that simplicity is an element uf 
beauty. They would clothe the statue 
ol .\pollo in the height of fashion; put 
11 half a dozen rin;_'s on his lingers and 
<lee(jiate his waiatcnt with two gold 
chains al litaat. If imy one found fault 
with them they woivld look upon him 
■with contempt and call him a"drivelling 
old moasb.ick," whoae iileas of beauty 
were derived from ignoriint old fogies 
who lived thousiiiida of yeara ago. When 
-Mr. John ( Irani undertakes to ridicule 
Kuskin's judgment in matteiH of art 
tliere is no knowing what our park im- 
provers will take upon themselves to say 
or do. ' 

EXniBiTIOIsti. 

The time of hlji iculliiral ij ibil ioi.a 
haa come. There are some who say that 
the exhibition is pkycd out, that people 
liavc ceased to take an interest in thuiii, 
and that they do very little good. These 
pessimists- are, we lielieve, mistaken. 
Tlii^y are, or idl'c'l to be, tirctd of exhi- 
bilions, and tliey would lain make tlicni- 
Kclvea a rule to everyone i-lse. Hut we 
notice that the gnimblers aiul growlur 



giit from pages of descriptive writing. 
If he is shrewd he will form from it just 
conclusions respecting the nature of it.s 
soil and climate, and be able to toll 
pretty well whether it is a good country 
to sottlo in or not. 

Thu social influence of the exhibition 
is good and wholesome. The rancher 
wants a holiday as well as any one elau 
in the community— perluip.'! inoio. He 
is aloiio n great part of his time. He sees 
no one but hia workpeople and the 
miuiibera of his own family. Hois apt 
to get rusty and nnsooiablo. But the 
exhibition gives him a good exbuso for 
taking the holiday he so badly needs. 
He iitlenda it, tukoa part in it as ooni- 
milteenian, judge, exhibitor or what not, 
and the change und mild excitement do 
him a world of good. He meet bis 
neighbors, too, and old friends who, il 
limy ho, he has not seen for years. He 
begins to feel that ho is in the world 
again, and to realize what the wise old 
.Seoteliman meant wlicn he said "un- 
s|)eakable is llie im jioruuice of man to 
man." The farmer, aiul it may be, his 
wife and daughters, have what Ameri- 
cans call "a real good time" at tlie exhi- 
bilioii, iind they get buck home ro- 
ficsluil und benefited by the pleasing 
change, physically, intellecUially and 
■piriliially. 

The e.xliibitiou is a good institution, 
and it will live long in apito of the "aii- 
peri6r people" and the cyidca. We trust 
that the exhibitions this year will show 
that British Columbia is progressing, 
and that its iiiliabitaiits are beginning 
to Iind out what is the extent of its re- 
-ources ami to have a good idea of wlmt 
is required for their proper develop- 
ment. 

THE FRMSOH ELECTloy. 

Il would appear from the telegrams 
thai the goveniinenl of I'rauce bus 
been aiislained. The general (-lection 
that ttiok [ilace on .Sunday gave the ad- 
niiniatiation, if not a larger, at least a 
united majority. It seems that not 
only the fate of the Ministry but the 
fate (jf the Kepnblic itself hung upoi 
the issue of .Suiiilay's election. \Vc wh 
live under a stable government tinil it 
dilKcult to understand such a state, of 
thiiiga as exists In France. With us, no 
matter how an election results, the in 
atitutions of the country and its form of 
(lovenimeiil are not in the slighti-at 
dinger. The (lovernmeiit of the day 
may be ovorturneil, but the constitution 
is perfectly safe. It remains tiie same 
no matter what party wins or what 
jKirty losea. The autiiority of the head 
of the (iovermnent is never for one nio- 
ment in danger. When the election is 
over whatever the result may be, mat- 
ters go on pretty much as they ilid lie 
fore it was held. Different men uiay he 
at the head of affairs and they may pur- 
sue a diiTerent policy, but they derive 
their authority from the same source as 
their ])r«deeessors ilid, and carry on the 
t Joveri.ineiit under |)recisely the same 
ciinditions. But it is altogether ditler- 
ent in France. Parties there diller n(jt 
with regard to matters of jiolicy, 
but with respect to the fundamental 
principles of Government. One man is 

republican, another is a royalist, uii- 
.■■.liiu-a l!oiia])arl ist , und sliU aiiulher a 
oci disl. Ami the eleclii>ii is run to a 
. cry great extent on these lines. If the 
Ke|niblicans obtained a majority the 
Mepublio would be safe for a time at 
:.!ust, hut if the Monarchists gained the 
rl.iy the republic w(uild be overthrown, 
'ud a king would Ik.' iilaced upon the 
ilu'Onu. In the same way if tin; Koiia- 
partist wore victorious ibe whole eon- 

■ titutiou would undergo a change, and 
the institutions of the country would 
become imi>erial. The very wide diffcr- 

• nee.s that exist between parties in 
i 'ranee make elections there exceediiig- 
;y serioua. The contest might result 
:ioi in a change of men only, but in a 

haijge of institutions. This is why the 

lection was looked upon with such in- 
- rest by the men of capital, not in 
1 ranee only, but in other parts of Kii- 

opi', and why the triumph of tint He- 
juiblic had a favorable effect upon the 
liourse. Such a result means internal 
iieace and settled government. Had 

ho Monarchists succeeded in obtaining 

■ majority tliere would he troublouK 
limes in l-'raiiee, for it is not likely that 

he Hepulilicans would ijiiietly aiibiuit 
lo the ovortlirow of Hupublicaii inatitu- 
; ions and the re-cstablishmcnt of mon- 
archy. 

It seems now, however, that a major- 
ity of the people of France are satisfied 

vith the Republican formof (ioverniueiit; 

• ir if they are not .satislied with that 
form, they consider that any alt( lupi in 
ehangu it Utr what some conaidrr a bel 
ter, would be attended with great risk. 
What the majority of Frenchmen want 
IS a stable government. They are tired 
of the disagreeijients anil the intiigneK 
of faction. It may be thai the ma- 
jority which has bi'en now reluiiied 
will Willi; tnyclMii- iiiont harnioiii- 
ously than majorities in France hive for 
-lome time hack. Men there have a 
■leemiiigly in . sistil'lo tendency to split 



law. It may bo thot the men of the 
now Chomher will bo inoro amenable to 
party disciplino then were the members 
of tlie old. Hut those who bopo so are 
likely to bo disappouited. Frenchmen 
will bo Frenchmen, and it does not 
seem in the nature of Frenchmen, in 
civil matters, to follow any lumlcr.

uiidillo ago. Comuiodoro VanderbUt, Jolin 
Jiu:iib Astoi', A. T. Btowurt, and all tlio 
others prove what I say." 

Tho reporter to whom this was said 
turned ovor Ihn pagos of tho biographies 
and other works of roferonco at his biiMi. 
ami IniMid etiougli ill them to warrimi ; le 
assertion that at least a great inaii.v rioh 
Aineric.'uis liavo been beyond forty yciirs 
of a^e when they hai e accrued riotiog. Cor 
tainly t he l ichost body of mun in tho luad, 
the Uniti'd Slates Hi^iiato, Is composed Of 
elderly men ; but In tho lower h0U8B of GoB' 
gross wo see inilllDiiaires who look aoarce 
ly old enough for the rule. 

Alex:iniicr T. Stewart came hero in l'5'ii 
from Indami, where he was born in IWi 
He openi'd a little liiion store 0!i Uroadway, 
and tjiii hered wi-alth very slowly at llrsl,'" a.« 
most lit lii'r iiieii had dene. Ho was prnilen: 
shrewd and original, and gradually becaiii- 
a heavy importer; but ho was forty llvi 
yearseld when hebecamoablo to put up ilie 
lirsi, oi tho two great stores in wliicli iie 
afterward ti-ansacted his biisniess. 

Henry (.'lews is an example. Ho spent 
hia early uianieiod as a cleric, and when tiie 
warbrtilie out, and found liima broker in a 
small way ho bcijan to make moiiov. He 
and his partner, Mr. Livermore, who retire,; 
at the close of the war with half a mil lieu 
jobbed ia certlHoates of iiidebtcdnoss, and 
liiid tho basis of the wealth wlilcli C! ew^ 
afterward accrued. Ho failed, but furtlu^r 
demonstrated tiio rnio by making Ills way 
over again, as Henry Villard lias done. 

Henry ViUard Is about llfly-tlvo years old. 
Ho camo here from Germany at twenty 
years of ago, and sold subscription bonks at 
flrst, then bocamo an irregular writer for 
thn press. He sttidiod law later, but gave 
that up and adopted journalism us his pm- 
fosslon. He was forty-one years old when, 
in 1.S74, ho began the great Oregon ruilwii.N- 
operation that made him wealthy. Nino 
years lator, whoa tho famous go'don spike 
was driven through a Northern Pacitii; rail- 
road sleeper ho was worth $5,000,000. Ho 
Impoverished himself in trying to maintain 
tho value of his property, and went iiiulor. 
Next, at moro than fifty years of age, ho 
rose again as a, financier. 

Warner Miller is fifty years old. He- 
giiining in tho huniblost way, lio inaiiageil 
to organize a mill company, and worked .si.x- 
teen hours a day for ten years to niako Ins 
fortune. Ho was past forty when his bank 
accounts showed him that be could atTord to 
take the world moro easily. Ho is a 
niilli.iiiairo now. Levi P. Jlorton i.s about 
sixty-three years old. Tweiily-livo years 
ago, wlieii ho was thirty-eiglit or thirty- 
nine, he fouiuli'd his banking house. Ho 
wiiS lifiy-ono when his wealtli eniibied him 
to devote a ;.v.irl of ills time to public life. 
His i.'yf.:t sti-cdce was made when he 
ost:iMi.-!ifd ills rjondon boiiso in ISiiS, aiul 
soon aiii-'rward went into the svndiealc for 
funding the United States debt. He was 
past iorty-thrco then, t'harles Crocker was 
liasl fori y when he began to boa millionaire. 
Kdward 1'. Jones, tho rieli scale maker and 
Li, utcMiant-Governor of this Slate, wa.s 
born in 1828. Ho began liis business career 
at the close of the war, and was long past 
for'iv when he bei :i?M" rioh. Htnirv i; 
Courtney, tho uiarblo millionaire, now (lead, 
started "with fifty dollars in ISoa, when 
thii-ty-lhree years olil. He was beyond 
middle life when he got his pile. 

John li. Slawsoii, tho ear-faro box in- 
ventor, was twenty-liv<! years old when lie 
went to New Orieans in ISIO from this 
State. There lie slowly made his v.-;'.y v]>- 
ward. But for the war he would h.ive 
pushed bis invention at forty six years of 
ape. but he had to wait and he was past lifty 
when liis big money lieiran to pour in. His 
frii'iid Slephenson, the hoj-se car hinlder. 
also a millionaire, liad to wait fm- niiilille 
age to get great riches. So did the ehier 
Benio'tt, of tlie Herald, so did Hon. Dsiv aM 
Otlendorfer, and so did the late ilarsliali O 
Rolierts. 

Jay Gould's early life was a failure, hut 
this phase of it was very short Ho was 
born in h-SiU. and went into sp.'culalhif.; in 
railroad stock in when ho was ou\\ 

twenty-eight years old. Ho was very sue 
cessfiil, and made use of tho war, when il 
broke out, to give large returns on sinal I or 
shrewd speculations. His fortieth year 
found him, in his present oimiion, oii!^ 
starting in life, but the v.-oi ld alrea ly 
knew him as a master nnniey maker, tor he 
had been more than three years presidjii! 
Of the Erie railroad, and his assoi iale, l-'i^ii, 
had startled America with his share of t lie 
partnersliip. 

Samuel J. Tilden made his flrst consider- 
able money as a lawyer, but he was mort 
than forty years old before he putolhoj 
as))irations aside for the time and began 
that devotion to his profession which was 
quickly distinguished by his conneotloB 
with the greatest law oaosos of tho day. 
He was forty-one when, In 1855i he was 
defeated as a candidate for Attorney-Gen 
eral of tho State. After that came bis 
greatest legal triumphs, and after them his 
still greater financial operations. 

Tho Standard Oil tjrtuiies nearly all 
prove tho rule. Mr. Rogers made liis hharf 
of that pile while youne(-r llian forty year> 
old, but .Messrs. Uocke feller, Starbueknnd 
Klaglerwere beyond that ago wh.ii tiie; 
gr. w rich. In Pliiladeliihia, Geoi-jre \i 
Cliilds is probably an exce)):ion. He isi iil;, 
sixty years old, and has been I'ieh n :.n 
tliaii twenty years; hut John W ananiaitei 
oiiiy began the making of his furunio in 
IfSTt',, when lie was tliirty-eight. He was 
nearer llfty than forty when In: becaiiio real- 
ly rich. 

August ill Paly is lifty two yars ohl. He 
was tliirty-fonr when he began his lii avr 
striiggli! 'with the drainalie- coinpany liia' 
is now wcn id famous. Wealth (Md iii>t re:ieli 
him till hi: was tieyond forty. The liiinisli-.i 
contains inimeroiis I'Xaiiiides llial arn to 
tliep<iiiit. llin-. l>r. John Hall was tiii.-iy 
eight yciirs old when he eanu: to Anie.-iea 
en the mission tiiat introdured liiiii here. 
He was thirty nine when on liisi iiui-ii In 
ICiiropele- received and aeeeiileii i h.' Ilai 
terint,' olTer that made him the r.'i-i|.i.'iil n' 
a salary whii'li professional men coiisidei 
tho making of a fortune. Hev. Dr. lai 
miigo was as old wlien he began to fee 
comfortable; so was Boechor; so was Ur. 
Paxton.

Ttritiuli Columbia iniikeH a good show 
lit tho Toronto oxliihition. Its display 
of proiluotions of liuul and sea hiis at- 
tracted iimcli attention. It is iitider tlio 
caTO of Mr. Charles A. Caldwell, wlio 
lin's talten good caro that justice will bo 
done it liy tho liliuiuging coniniittce. 
The fullowing description ot British 
Ciduinliia'.s cxTiibit'iB taken .from the 
Toronto l')nipiro V . 

"Tlie l:Srilisii Columbia exhibit is very 
large, considering the dilDculty of trans- 
portation across llii'ee tlioasand miles of 
terrilnry, which is coo great to admit <d 
an extensive display, and it has ovi- 
tleiitly been collected with much judg- 
ment and with the view of giving the 
[Kiople of Ontario as ooinprenensive an 
iileii as possihlo of tlio resources of the 
Pacific slope. At the entrance tu the 
huillctiiig resi-rvod for British Columbia 
are several enormous blocks of limber, 
which dwarf into iiisigiiilieiince the 
largest growth of eiisteni foi est.s. One 
out taken from a Douglas i>iiio, oiglily 
feet froin tlio trunk, is tliruu feet in 
diameter. Another of wliitc spruce ia 
.six feet in diometer, and wiis taken 
twenty foot from the butt. 

"Bcsiiies tlieao woods, however, ma- 
ple, yew, ou!k and uuiiiurotis other kiiid.s 
of timber are exhibited, The timber 
serves as a faithful index of what is to 
lieseuii within the huildin^'. Kverytliing 
is on tho aaine gii;anlie plan. I'ears ari> 
IS large as tiiiiiips, pliiins liko tlii'apple.s 
of Ontario, ami all the idher fruits 
•-•(pially large in picipi II I iiiii go to slmw 
that the boast of British ( 'uluiiilo'a, thai 
it is the liiiost fruit eounliy in the 
world, is not without foniulation. The 
-:xliibil, however, is scarcely a fair t(;sl 
of llio size of fruits of thai province, as 
llie tinesl samples woulil not hi'ar slii^i- 
piiig. The vegetables are ipiite mi a par 
with the fruits, i'olatoes, liiriiip.s ami 
carrots are the principal ot ilie.se, ami il 
is .safe to say that if their i|iiiilily I'lpials 
their size, Hrilisli ('oliiinbia must be a 
paradise for ga.rdi'noi>i. ( ereals dn unl 
form a very ini|)ortanl poi lion ei the 
u-xhibil, but the saiii|des ,if uiieal and 
oat.s woiilil do credit to any agrieiil. 
tural country. Next tci the lim- 
ber, Imwi.-vcr, tilt: iniiiiTals atti'aci 
moat attention. (Johl ami silver 
M-e in wldidi tlu.^ veins of pure uolal ari' 
plainly to be scon give the visiter a 
'ooil idea of ihc niinoral wi'allli of ilu' 



adapted tlie soli of .the.FuoiSB.Goast Is 
for the raising of vegetables of all klUds. 
The turnips, leets, oavrots, potatoes, 
eabhago and com attract a great deal of 
attention. Tho prettiest tliepliiy, how- 
evoi , is tho array" of bottles contiiiiiint 
samples of all the fruit raised in Britisli 
Columbia. The atrn'wliorries are ' us 
large as niodiura-sized apples ; tho Bart- 
let i. pears are like small turnips, and the 
c.al applos proiueit <i healthy aiul bright 
api.oaiaiiee. Then there ii re woiiilerfully 
largi: anil liisciona jihinis and apple.i, 
which liavc a very eouxing llavor.
